This quotatiou 
1 ! is priceless to us, because it clearly 
j gives Christ’s conception of His minis- 
j try. Noie that Hts mission is not so 
j much to the strong and the fortunate, aa 
. to those who need help — the poor, the 
j captives, the blind, the bruised. The 
i reference is not to physical conditions 
i alone, but to the heart life. “The ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord:" "The wel- 
come year; the time, of God’s especial 
bounty.”— Adeney. The attendant: The 
; keeper of the sacred rolls. "And sat 
down:’ To speak. This was the eua- 
; tom. "Eyes . . . fastened on him:” Not 
j simply because of curiosity, but held by 
i the strength of His wonderful person- 
ality. 

"To-day hath this Scrplture been ful- 
filled:” Jesub’ great declaration of Him- 
self and His mission to His former 
townsmen. He probably said a great 
deal more that is not reported. "All bare 
Him witness:” His power was unde- 
niable. "Words of grace: " Both meg- 
' sage and manner surprise the people 
by their graciousness. "Is this not Jo- 
seph’s son:’’ His fellow Townsmen evi- 
j dently knew nothing of the virgin birth, 
j They felt His power, but that He was 
1 really great — aa great as had been re- 
ported, they could not believe, for was 
i He not the son of an ordinary carpenter? 

If they believed any such thing of Him. 
He would have to prove it to them. “And 
He said unto them:” Probably seeing 
! that they were in a mood to demand 
j proof of His great claims. “Physician, 
i heal thyself:” A challenge to do for 
i His own town what it was reported He 
had done for others. Jesus never ac- 
; cepted such challenges, though they 
| were ofren given. Neither the truth 
j He preached nor His relation to the Fa- 
j ther depended on the ability to work 
| miracles, and He would not work them to 
[ satisfy people who considered them the 
only convincing proof of His sonehlp. 
His refusal, with the instances la verses 
25-27 (see 1 Kings. 17-24. and 2 Kings. 

5 1-15) eDraged the people to the last 
degree. Jealousy, hatred and murder 
were in their hearts. 

“But He passing through the midst of 
them went Ilis way:" “This does not as- 
sert either < 1) that Jesus became invis- 
ible, or (2) that He had miraculous pro- 
tection. The temptation scene at the 
wing of the temple precludes the idea 
that Jesus would resort »o such means 
of saving Himself. It is enough to con- 
clude that the mysterious majesty of 
the person of Christ overawed the fickle 
mob.” — Adeney. This Is a remarkable 
illustration of a fact that we must not 
forget in thinking of the personal ap- 
pearance of Jesus. Most of the great 
painters have emphasized the gentleness 
and sorrowfulness of the Saviour at the 
expense of the strength and even ma- ’ 
jesty which the Gospel story sometimes 
reveals. Compare with this John Iff: 38
